LEGISLATIVE PILLS 


Any political shortcomings of the U. F. A. administra 
tion which may have prevailed in 1935 or prior thereto had really 
but little to do with the economic plight ot Alberta in August 1935. 
But it certainly was a direct result of economic and political discon- 
tent, that enabled William Aberhart and his cohorts to ride into 
power on the Social Credit Chariot advocating a nebulous economic 
theory, which sounds well but which runs counter to human nature 
and experience, which has been advocated since 1920 but has 
never been tried in any country; and which it was evident to any 
thinking person could never be brought into actual being in the 
Province of Alberta, even by the method of trial and error, or the 
hiring of a succession of experts Lat $6,000 each per annum].
